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Startling jump in county VD cases

The epidemic of 
venereal 
disease that is sweeping the 
state and the nation is also 
prevalent 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
County and the Lompoc Valley, 
county health officials report. 
The number of reported VD 
cases zoomed up almost 60 per 
cent in Santa Barbara County 
last year which compares with a 
better than 50 per cent increase 
in Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Eileen Dunn, Lompoc 
public health nurse for the 
county health department said 
she could not reveal actual 
Lompoc statistics but that the 
VD clinic she conducts here was 
increased from twice a month to 
once 
a 
week 
starting 
last 
September. 
The increase is based only on 
reported cases of VD. State 


health officials say that private 
physicians do not report all 
cases they treat and Mrs t)unn 
agrees. 
She said that national health 
statistics reveal that one young 
person contacts VD every two 
seconds but only one out of nine 
of these cases is being reported. 
Gonorrhea has been steadily 
increasing over a number of 
years. Syphilis, considered the 
more serious disease, has been 
increasing at a steady rate only 
recently 
and 
this 
rise 
is 
startling. 


In 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
gonorrhea increased 55 per cent, 
from 829 reported cases in 1969 
to 1,284 in 1970. The increase in 
reported syphilis cases was 84 
per cent, from 89 cases to 164. 
Mrs. Dunn said when a case is 
reported the health department 


makes every effort possible to 
contact the other party involved 
so that they also can be treated. 
She said that, usually, the 
other person 
is the woman 
involved because the symptoms 
of VD are of a lesser degree in 
women and they generally do 
not know they have contacted 
the disease. 


Mrs. 
Dunn 
said 
venereal 
disease — syphilis, gonorrhea 
and 
other, 
lesser 
known, 
infections — can usually be 
cured in early stages. If left 
untreated syphilis can affect the 
heart or brain and can be passed 
on to babies who might he born 
blind, deformed or mentally 
defective. 


Untreated 
gonorrhea 
can 
cause permanent damage to the 
urinary tract and sterility, or 
blindness in new born babies. 


Symptoms of gonorrhea are 
usually painful in men and they 
seek a doctor’s help whether or 
not they suspect the reasons for 
their discomfort. 
Mrs. 
Dunn 
said 
venereal 
disease can be contacted only 
through sexual intercourse, but 
is not likely to occur with two 
persons who have intercourse 
only with each other. 
Persons who have once been 
cured on a venereal disease can 
contact it again. 
Mrs. 
Dunn 
said 
the 
best 
method of prevention is through 
education. 
She 
said 
she 
is 
available at any time to discuss 
the problems of VD with any 
in t e r e s t e d 
group 
or 
organization, but that one-time 
clinics or classes on the subject 
are usually not sufficient for the 
young people who need to know.

are among the more troublesome. 
Eaves has put a stop on payment of 
recent overtime bills sent in by 
sheriff’s officers working extra long 
shifts at the undermanned new 
county jail in Goleta Valley. Court- 
appointed attorneys bills are also 
causing concern. 


“ We’ve got to slow down on all 
payments until we can determine 
where 
we 
are 
in 
this critical 
period,” said Eaves. 


The crisis was pronounced, the 
auditor said, despite apportionment 
Thursday of about $7.4 million in 
April tax payments to the general 
fund. Eaves pointed out that the bi­ 
weekly paydays ahead — the first is 
next Thursday — will take up much 
of this, along with payment of the 
$2.4 million bank loan on May 10. 


The bank loan was the second multi­ 
million dollar loan required by the 
county in this fiscal year. The last 
time the county had to borrow 
money from a bank to keep going 
was back in the Depression Era of 
the 1930’s. 


The crisis has come on due to a 
simple case of heavy spending, 
before sufficient revenues received 
during this fiscal year could be in 
hand, it was explained.

Eight indicted again for kidnap plot 


WASHINGTON ( U F I ) - A federal 
grand jury today reindicted eight 
persons on 
charges 
of plotting 
“ antiwar vandalism” intended to 
culminate in kidnaping of Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
President 
Nixon’s 
national security adviser. 
The office of Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell announced a 10- 
count indictment by a U.S. District 
Court grand jury in Harrisburg, Pa., 
superceding 
a 
seven-count 
indictment returned there Jan. 12. 
The new indictment names two 
additional 
defendents 
and drops 
three 
previously 
named as co­ 
conspirators in the controversial 
case. Three additional counts plus 13 


more overt acts were listed. 
Named as a defendant in the new 
indictment as well as the previous 
one was a former Catholic priest, 
the Rev. Philip Berrigan, 47, now 
already serving a sentence at a 
federal prison at Danbury, Conn , 
lor 
his part 
in 
destruction 
of 
Selective 
Service 
records 
in 
Catonsville, Md. in 1968 


It is unusual for a grand jury to 
issue an indictment superceding a 
previous one, but today’s action was 
not unexpected because the grand 
jury continued to take testimony and 
subpoena witnesses weeks after the 
original indictment. 


The case created a controversy 
because F B I Director J. Edgar 
Hoover had disclosed some of the 
details last Nov. 27 to a Senate 
subcommittee. 
Besides Berrigan, those named in 
the new indictment were:

WASHINGTON

ident Nixon said Thursday night he 
would not be “ intimidated” by 
a n tiw a r 
dem onstrators 
in 
Washington but would stick to his 
policy of attempting to win a lasting 
peace in Indochina. 
In a televised news conference, 
the President said a more rapid 
w ith d r a w a l 
from 
V ietnam 
advocated by his critics would lead 
to a “ very dangerous situation in the 
Pacific and would increase the 
dangers of war in the future.” He 
said demonstrators who break the 
law will be prosecuted. 
Nixon also bid to further improve 
American relations with Communist 
China, saying “ I hope and I expect 
to visit mainland China ... at some 
time in my life, in some capacity.” 
He said he would in a matter of 
weeks 
announce 
a 
list 
of 
nonstrategic goods the United States 
would be willing to trade with China, 
but 
he 
cautioned 
it 
was 
“ premature’’ to speculate about 
whether the United States would 
support Peking's entry into the 
United Nations. He said he had not 
made a decision on this issue. 
“ I would just summarize it this 
w a y ,” 
Nixon 
said 
of 
the 
improvement of contact between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
China 
illustrated by the recent visit of a 
U.S. 
table 
tennis 
team 
to the 
mainland. 
“ What we’ve done is 
broken the ice. Now we have to test 
the water to see how deep it is. ’’ 
When he said he would like to 
travel to China, Nixon said, he was

strations in Washington for almost 
two weeks, Nixon said he wanted to

“ The Congress is not intimated,” 
Nixon said. “ The President is not 
intimidated. This government is 
going to go forward.” 
But he said he did “ not want to 
leave the impression that those who 
came to demonstrate were not 
listened to.” 
Nixon repeated that he would not

withdrawal of all American forces 
from South Vietnam. He said it 
would have the effect of saying to 
the North Vietnamese. “ We quit, 
regardless of what you do.” 
The setting of a definite date, 
Nixon said, 
would 
destroy any 
incentive the other side might have 
to negotiate and would destroy the 
American bargaining position of 
prisoners of war. 
“ Therefore, the setting of a date is 
not something that's in our interest; 
it’s only in the enemy’s interest,’’ 
Nixon said. 
To get its POWs back, Nixon said, 
the United 
States will 
keep a 
residual 
force 
in 
Vietnam 
“ no 
matter how long it takes.” He 
repeated that the other condition for

disturbances at Soledad. 
Robert B. 
Williamson, retired 
Maine Supreme Court justice, read 
the 
three-judge 
commission’s 
decision Thursday, demanding that 
the State Department of Corrections 
tell 
its officers, 
employes 
and 
convicts to be available to testify 
The decision was prompted by 
C RLA 
attorneys 
telling 
the 
commission that Jerry Enomoto, 


associate warden at Soledad. had 
agreed to testify but then had 
changed his mind on the advice of 
Raymond Procunier, Department of 
Corrections director. 
W illiam 
McCabe, 
a 
CRLA 
attorney, 
also 
told 
commission 
members he had been notified that 
Ja y Lmderman, deputy attorney 
general, could not testify because 
his office represented the state 
Department of Human Resources 
and the state OEO. That amounted 
to “ muzzling” a witness, McCabe 


contended 
Lmderman had been prepared to 
testify that he had opposed CRLA 
attorneys in several cases and found

season Monday night with Shigemi 
Matsumoto of the San Francisco 
Opera. 
The young singer was a 
success in her mature assurance 
and personal charm. 
An artistic 
success 
was 
her 
well 
chosen, 
interesting and skillfully performed 
program. 
Her voice is well centered and 
solid, only rarely using a rather 
wide vibrato so much heard to 
disadvantage today. The lower and 
middle voice were full and mellow, 
proceeding 
to 
a 
slightly 
reedy 
quality in the upper register. The 
register shift in tone coloring was 
handled with skill and good taste. 
Miss Matsumoto was fortunate in 
an accompanist of equal artistic 
ability. 
With Monroe Kanouse the 
perform ance 
became 
a 
true 
partnership of piano and voice, 
always hoped for but not often 
realized. 
Music of Henry Purcell opened 
the 
program 
including: 
“Tis 
Nature's Voice,” from Ode on St. 
Cecilia s Day, 1692; “ Music for a 
While.” from Oedipus and “ Love 
Quickly is Pall'd” from Timon of 
Athens. 
Sometimes these first 
numbers are a sort of warmup and 
seem hardly part of the program. 
Such was not the case. 
Each was 
sung with excellently proportioned 
p h r a s e s , 
m o s t 
e f f e c t i v e 
ornamentation and ample drama. It 
is difficult to recall a singer who 
seemed to enjoy Purcell so much — 
or a listener either for that matter. 
G e rm a n 
L ie d e r 
is 
o fte n 
performed from a rather detached 
point of view with subtle stress on 
the proper words. However the line 
“ Many songs that are drunk with 
love” from Brahms’ “ Mine Liebe ist 
grun” seems hardly detached nor 
does 
the 
ardent 
lover 
begging 
entrance in the same composer's 
‘ Vergebliches Standchen” . 
Miss 
Matsumoto made an effective case 
for a warm personalized point of 
view with effective stress of words 
in the first song and with ardent 
excitement in the other. “ O wusst 
ich coch den Weg zuruck ’ 
by 
Brahms was sung with lovely long 
phrases. 


which is rare, and it's good to hear 
each note in a fast run down the 
scale. The Puccini was probably the 
least effective effort of the evening. 
Perhaps the climax of volume was 
reached too early in the aria as the 
ending tones became rather shrill 
with forced choppy phrasing. 
The high point of an already 
stimulating 
program came with 
“ Quatro 
Madrigales 
Amatorios 
(Four Love Madrigals>” by the 
Spanish composer Joaquin Rodrigo. 
Miss Matsumoto has a strong afinity 
for these songs and the proper vocal 
and interpretative style as well. It 
was 
a 
pleasure to 
hear these 
unfamiliar but readily enjoyable 
songs. 
Three other songs of the twentieth 
century closed the program. “ The 
Whistlin 
Thief " and “ Echo” by 
Paul Hindemith were witty and 
sometimes 
satirical. 
“ Against 
Idleness and Mischief and In Praise 
of Labor 
by Jach Beeson was a 
contemporv setting of a tax of the 
1700's by Isaak Watts. 
All were 
made most effective by excellent 
diction. 
Shigemi Matsumoto wished very 
much to express her regrets for the 
lack of an encore. 
Because of a 
misunderstanding 
back-stage 
the 
curtain closed prematurely and it 
was too late to call everyone back 
She had wished to sing a Japanese 
folk-song which is a part of her 
parental heritage and was sorry she 
was unable to do so. She wished this 
message passed on to those at the 
concert.

East 
collected that trick with his 
queen and since the diamond 
finesse was wrong, South 


was down one trick. 
“ What could I do?” asked 
South p l a i n t i v e l y . “ My 
finesses never work.” 
“Quit b r i d g e ! ” North 
roared. “You had two sen­ 
sible ways to m a k e your 
contract and gave up both to 
try an idiotic line.” 
North was right. South’s 
play would have produced an 
overtrick if the queens had 
been reversed, but in that 
case the simple play of ruff­ 
ing with the jack would have 
let him make his contract. 
That play would only lose 
the contract if W e s t held 
both queens. This was highly 
improbable. East had opened 
the bidding with a five-card 
club suit. If he didn’t hold 
either queen he would have 
only 11 high-card points for 
his vulnerable opening. 
This simple line w o u l d 
also yield an overtrick if 
East held both queens. 
A third line of play is prob­ 
ably better than either of 
the above. South simply dis­ 
cards a low diamond on that 
third club. Later on he gets 
to discard another diamond 
on the 10 of clubs and doesn’t 
need the diamond finesse.

Rod Steiger: 
professional

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
“I usually don’t do this sort 
of thing, you know,” Rod 
Steiger said as he neared the 
end of an 11th hour pro­ 
motion campaign for “Wa­ 
terloo.” 
Steiger is the intense pro­ 
fessional who has built a 
c a r e e r around portraying 
grim 
frustration 
in 
such 
films as “On the W ater­ 
front,” “The Pawnbroker,” 
“The Sergeant” and “ In the 
Heat of the Night,” for which 
he won a best-actor Oscar. 
“Actor” is a better way to 
describe him than “star” and 
his dislike for the flamboyant 
publicity 
game 
is 
under­ 
standable when you draw 
that distinction. He is to 
Rock Hudson what Dick But- 
kus is to Joe Namath, what 
Wilbur Mills 
is 
to 
Spiro 
Agnew. 
He also may be too honest 
to be a good publicist. 
“Waterloo,” a belligerent 
epic that appears to be an 
attempt to make an instant 
replay of the battle, and 
S t e i g e r ’ s performance atf 
Napoleon have both met witl 
the ultimately mixed criticd 
reaction—from bad, worse, 
worst to good, better, 
But Steiger himself 
about the movie in sich 
terms as “ not too bAd,” 
“ pretty good” and “better 
than it might have been” 
“I would have liked to see 
more of Napoleon ii the 
movie,” he said, shrigging. 
“ But then I’m hardy im­ 
partial and the mode was 
called ‘Waterloo,’ not ‘Napo­ 
leon.’ Some day I’c like to 
get a company together to do 
a 
small 
budget, intimate 
film on Napoleon h'mself and 
get inside the m ai.” 
After researchiJg the part 
(“Movies would be 500 per 
cent better todjy if actors 
would do their homework, 
study their chiracters and 
confront them,” 
he says. 
“Some actors are incredibly 
lazy.” ), Steiger decided he 


would portray Napoleon as a 
brooding man, a m an dying 
of cancer—ani a man who 
did not walk a*ound with his 
right hand sAick inside his 
coat. 
“Everyboty has his own 
Napoleon,” he said. “ Some 
people migit have wanted a 
more glanorous one than 
mine, but I think of him as . 
one of tip hardest working 
men in -he history of the 
world. Aid while it drove 
some pe|ple up the wall that 
I woulds’t use the hand-in- 
the-coai gimmick, I thought 
that tlf minute I struck that 
pose I would reduce the man 
to a buffoon.” 
Steger, who is now 46, just 
wanefcred into acting after he 
got dut of the Navy in the 
midl940s but he has become 
a sjrious craftsman. 
He turned down a chance 
a« the “Patton” role that won 
George C. Scott an Oscar be­ 
cause he thought the movie 
was “p r o - w a r . ” (Steiger 
wears a red, white and blue 
tie with peace symbols on 
it.) And he has definite ideas 
about what movies should be 
like. 
“A film shouldn’t be a 
lecture but it can say some- 
t h i n g 
through 
entertain­ 
m ent,” he said. “ It can say 
that man and woman are 
half 
of 
each 
other 
and 
nothing alone. It can say that 
there are no absolutes except 
life and death and that you 
have to make the most of 
what comes between.” 
Steiger’s 
ambitions 
are 
varied. He said he would like 
to play Beethoven, Einstein, 
Macbeth, Ralph Nader and, 
most of all, Hemingway. 
“I admire Hemingway be­ 
cause I want life to be an 
adventure, 
something that 
excites rather than bores,” 
he explained. “Right now 
I’ve just lost 30 pounds be­ 
cause I want to be in shape 
for the next 15 years, when I 
can still act without having 
to play grandfathers.”

NEW YO RK —(N E A )—If 
there is anything wrong with 
the state of Christianity to­ 
day—and some people claim 
there is—the problem might 
be traced to a b a s i c dis­ 
agreement within the church 
on the subject of preaching. 
Churchmen h a v e always 
disagreed about the basic 
approaches to preaching, the 
problem being, of course, 
that there is no basic ap­ 
proach. 
“ Preaching style is a re 
flection of the minister’s per­ 
sonality,” says Dr. D a v i d 
Allan Hubbard. “ There are 
as many styles as there are 
persons. S o m e are more 
simple and direct and others 
are more arty and florid 
There’s no one way.” 
And this, he says, is where 
trouble comes in, stage left. 
“ It’s getting so it’s some­ 
times h a r d to tell church 
services from Rotary lunch­ 
eons,” Dr. Hubbard s a i d 
“ Many preachers have be­ 
come political pundits, eco­ 
nomic analysts, authorities 
on such subjects as the in­ 
field fly rule. There’s a wide­ 
spread tendency to m o v e 
out into areas in which they 
are amateurs i n s t e a d of 
s t i c k i n g to religion. Very 
often, sermon content has 
been thin.” 
Dr. Hubbard is president 
of 
the 
Fuller 
Theological 
Seminary 
in 
P a s a d e n a , 
Calif., and a professor of the 
Old Testament. A well-trav­ 


eled lecturer and author, he 
has noticed an impatience 
among 
some church-goers 
across the country. 
“ The church is getting cer­ 
tain pressures from lay peo­ 
ple who are restless about 
the state of preaching,” he 
said. “ The spiritual comfort 
people need is not always 
there They’re tired of heal­ 
ing about Vietnam; there’s 
no personal encouragement, 
no joy, no celebration; noth­ 
ing to get excited about.” 
This sort of talk excites 
m a n y modern preachers, 
however. 


"Christianity must be con­ 
cerned with the p r o b l e m s 
that face and plague man,” 
s a y s Dragan Filipovic, a 
bachelor of divinity candi 
date at St. Vladimir’s Ortho­ 
dox Theological Seminary in 
Crestwood, N Y 
"It 
must 
answer them — in keeping 
with the teachings of Christ. 
Otherwise, it s i m p l y be­ 
comes another philosophy or 
an exercise in historical re­ 
search that has no relevance 
to the daily needs of society 
and man.” 


Preaching—the proclama­ 
tion of a divine message—is 


a distinctive, though not a 
unique feature of the Chris­ 
tian religion 
The Moslems 
exercise it freely and it is 
not unknown among Budd­ 
hists. 
"But for the Christian re­ 
ligion, preaching is central,” 
Dr. Hubbard p o i n t s out. 
“ Jesus is called The Word— 
and whistling would be a 
pretty i m p r e c i s e way to 
communicate it. So would 
rubbing shoulders.” 


In the history of American 
preaching, we have g o n e 
from the old Elm er Gantry 
irontier styles—the gasping- 
tor-air, shouting delivery— 
to the more cultivated tone 
employed by men like Nor­ 
man Vincent Peale. 


"Preaching tends 
to 
be 
more conversational today.” 
Dr. Hubbard said. "People 
turn off if he starts sounding 
like a harangue; I feel peo­ 
ple don’t want preaching to 
sound emotional. They don’t 
want to be hollered at.” 


This statement, of course, 
is also subject to debate 
Many preachers feel emotion 
is the essence of spirituality; 
that old-time religion is not 
dead; that people do want 
to be hollered at 
Not so, says Dr. Hutton; 


"The basic problem with 
preaching today is that as 
an art form it is deterior­ 
ating. Young people today 
live in a swirl of technical 
jargon — people making ad­ 
jectives and verbs out ol 
nouns. The person who can 
truly caress the language 
and use it effectively is fair­ 
ly rare these days. 
"M any p r e a c h e r s no 
longer have a s e n s e of 
poetry; they’re caught up in 
the banal l a n g u a g e ; they 
have no feel for words ”

You can avoid the consti­ 
pation problem by forming 
a regular bowel habit. This 
doesn’t mean the b o w e l s 
must move every day. 
You s h o u l d c o n s u m e 
enough volume at breakfast 
to stimulate the normal re­ 
flex call to stool that follows 
eating. Then sit on the stool 
within an hour after your 
meal. Another meal can be 
chosen if it is more conven­ 
ient. The meal needn’t con­ 
tain lots of calories. Two 
glasses of warm water help 
to fill the stomach. Two cups 
of a b e v e r a g e may be 
enough to initiate the call for 
some people. 
If you are already having 
the bowel problem, you can 
usually correct it. Of course, 
any significant hemorrhoids 
(piles) or local rectal prob­ 
lems should be corrected. 
Stop all laxatives of any 
type. You might as well 
choose breakfast as the meal 
to trigger your call to stool 
reflex. Eat a good breakfast 
c o n t a i n i n g bulk. This in­ 
cludes cereal, fruit, toast, 
fruit juice and other bever­ 
ages. I m m e d i a t e l y after 
breakfast, sit on the stool 
and read to distract atten­ 
tion from the bowels. Con­ 
tinue this practice daily. 
Every three days, a small 
tap-water enema can be used 
—in the morning after sit­ 
ting on the stool—if no move­ 
ment has occurred. Some 
cases do require one to three 
tablespoonfuls of m i n e r a l 
oil, taken at bedtime only. 
Do not use this unless neces­ 
sary and discontinue as soon 
as possible. 


It usually takes one to four 
weeks to establish normal 
bowel function The morning 
ritual establishes a natural 
reflex action and the vicious 


cycle—laxative, constipation, 
laxative—can be broken. 
In some cases, deep-seated 
emotional problems require 
additional attention, usually 
by a psychiatrist. 


An over-all effort should 
be made to increase the bulk 
in the diet. This means sal­ 
ads, vegetables, fruits and 
cereals. When physical in­ 
activity is a factor, a simple 
exercise program like daily 
walking will help. 


Avoid things that irritate 
the digestive tract, like to­ 
bacco, alcohol, coffee and 
highly seasoned foods. Mexi­ 
can food is an e x a m p l e . 
Highly s e a s o n e d Mexican 
food irritates the entire di­ 
gestive tract from mouth to 
r e c t u m , sometimes called 
“Mexican heartburn.” 
The sudden onset of failure 
of the bowels to move re­ 
quires immediate medical 
attention. But most constipa­ 
tion problems relate to poor 
diet, bad habits, inactivity, 
injudicious use of laxatives, 
enemas and failure to train 
the bowel. By following the 
simple procedure I have out­ 
lined, most people can avoid 
becoming “a bowel prob­ 
lem.”

The Lompoc Valley Drug Abuse Coordinating Council 
this week initiated a program which, we feel, will go a 
long ways toward an understanding of the dangers of 
drug abuse by current youthful drug users and their 
parents. 
A seminar series opened this week and will continue 
for three more weeks. 
Youthful offenders and their 
parents are referred to the seminars through the 
cooperation 
of 
the 
probation 
department, 
police 
department, justice court and other sources. No other 
persons may attend unless referred by some authority 
recognized by the Drug Abuse Coordinating Council. 
One of a number of reasons for drug abuse at lower 
ages is attributed to lack of communication between 
parent and youngster. The seminar series will go a long 
way toward improving this important communication. 
The seminar series will be repeated by the Council as 
demands warrant. 
Rev. Richard Harris heads the Drug Abuse Council’s 
task force in organizing the seminar activity which has 
proved so successful in other areas. 
He is a trained 
group leader and his efforts are entirely voluntary. 


In its short existence, the Lompoc Valley Drug Abuse 
Coordinating Council has demonstrated much progress 
toward combating drug abuse in the Valley. 
Dawn 
House, a de-toxification clinic for heroin addicts in the 
Valley, has been in operation for more than two months 
and has registered successes where before there was no 
avenue for the addict to turn. “ Hotline,” the emergency 
communication system for those in need, has become an 
integral part of the Council thereby strengthening 
coordination in combating the problem. 
Another 
committee under the Council 
has been active in 
interceding on behalf of the drug user and his parents 
and in securing jobs for those who have chosen to “kick” 
a habit. 
Currently being planned is a four-part lecture series 
for the general public to start May 18 in the Little 
Theater of Lompoc High School. 
The series will run 
through June 8 and will feature speakers, audio-visual 
aids and exhibits that should answer all questions of the 
general public regarding drug abuse in Lompoc Valley. 
The progress of the Lompoc Valley Drug Abuse 
Coordinating Council should be commended. 
Dignity — elusive goal

University, urged delegates to the National Catholic 
Educational Association convention in Minneapolis to 
help the young in their search for this dignity. 
The youth revolution stem s from a new perception of 
human dignity, a new concern to achieve more dignity 
and sanctity for human life, more meaning and more 
rights for all human beings,” he said. 
“Crime on the Campus Spreading Fear,” read the 
headline to a story in the New York Times a few days 
later. 
“There is a new kind of crime on the city’s college 
campuses...It pits students against students...And, in the 
youth vocabulary today, it has even acquired a new 
name—the rip-off... 
“The rip-off. in the current campus context, is an 
assault and generally theft of some valuable from 
another person, although the term may be used for any 
act of violence against any person or even a disliked

university or government facility. But lately it is people, 
and particularly students, who are getting “ripped off.’ 
“A major reason for this increase in the number of 
assaults and robberies is the growth of the underground 
drug culture.” 


Favorite targets for ripping off, says the story, are the 
drugs stashed in the dormitory rooms of student pushers, 
who seem to be known to everybody except the police. 
But many average students have suffered thefts of 
stereo and television sets, luggage, clothing — anything 
of value that can be fenced for money to pay for drugs. 
New York City, fortunately, has never been typical of 
the rest of the country. But campus crime, if not yet an 
alarming problem in most areas, is a growing one, 
especially at big universities. 


It is to be hoped, as Father Hesburgh implies, that the 
majority of youth are searching for human dignity. 
It would seem, however, that they have a rough road 
ahead of them, and they can t blame it all on the phony 
values of the older generation, the Establishment, the 
political system or American capitalist-im perialism.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
White House pressure 


WASHINGTON — 
For anyone 
who has to pay big prices for iittle 
pills it is no laughing matter. Yet. in 
the 
b e h i n d - th e- s ce ne s 
legal 
maneuvering in the merger of two 
or 
the 
nation's 
largest 
drug 
companies there is a certain grim 
humor. 
The 
Warner 
Lambert Co. moved 
six months ago to 
a c q u i r e 
P a r k e , 
Davis & Co. This 
might have seemed 
merely another in­ 
stance of the big 
fish swallowing the 
smaller fish, as has 
happened with the 
e p i d e m i c 
of 
mergers and con­ 
glomerates. But a 
s pe c ia l 
c i r c u m ­ 
stance 
gave 
this 
corporate 
merger 
involving close to $2 
billion 
in 
annual 
sales a very special 
character. 
Warner-Lambert is controlled by 
Elmer 
Bobst, 
one of President 
Nixon’s 
closest 
friends. 
The 
President’s daughters Tricia and 
Julie, call him Uncle Elmer. More 
important is the fact that Warner - 
Lambert was one of the biggest 
accounts in the law firm Mr. Nixon 
organized when he came to New 
York 
after 
his 
defeat 
for 
the 
California governorship in 1962. 
The assistant attorney general for 
anti trust, Richard W. McLaren, 
was eager to act when he learned of 
the proposed merger. He believed it 
would reduce competition in up to 52 
product 
lines, 
many 
in 
the 
pr es cr i pt io n 
field. 
McLaren 
recommended action to enjoin the 
merger before it could take place. 
His recommendation was bucked 
up to Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell. A Department of Justice 
press release of last Nov. 12, one 
day before the merger was to take 
place, said the attorney general was 
not participating in the decision. 
Before he took over direction of the 
Nixon presidential campaign in 1968 
Mitchell had been a partner in the 
Nixon law firm. 
But 
Deputy 
Attorney 
General 
Richard G. Kleindienst stepped in 
for him He overruled the McLaren 
recommendation. It was reported at 
the time that McLaren threatened to 
resign 
unless 
the 
m atter 
was 
referred 
to 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission for action there. While 
this was an unusual step, it was 
finally taken. 
In the itervening months repeated 
pressure has been applied, although 
no one at the FTC will admit it on 
the record, to have the whole matter 
dropped. After a delay of nearly six 
months the commission filed suit to 
compel Warner-Lambert to undo the 
merger with Parke, Davis. This will 
be 
a complicated legal 
process 
likely to continue for six or seven 
years before it reaches a final 
decision in the Supreme Court. 
Under the action taken by the FTC 
there is a 30-day interval in which 
the company can move to negotiate 
a settlem ent This would presumably 
involve untangling all the steps 
taken thus far to join the operations 
of 
the 
two 
companies. 
At 
a 
stockholders 
meeting 
last 
week 
Warner 
- 
Lam bert’s 
board 
chairman, Stuart K. Hensley, said: 
“ It has been and is the company’s 
position that the merger does not 
violate anti-trust laws. However, 
the company is prepared to enter 
into 
negotiations 
looking 
to 
an 
a c c o m m o d a t i o n 
w i t h 
t h e 
government on some basis which 
will be satisfactory to the company 
and the government.” 
The trade commission charged 
that Warner - Lambert’s acquisition 
of Parke, Davis “at one stroke 
raised the former’s rank above all 
Am erican 
drug 
m anufacturers 
serving the hospital - drug stores 
market 
from 
twelfth 
to 
third 
place. 
Concentration in this field, a 


$4.7 billion annual market, went 
from 40 to 42 per cent as a result of 
the merger. While this may seem a 
slight increase in what was already 
a heavy concentration, the FTC 
charged the merger would elim inate 
Parke, Davis as an independent 
competitor 
in 
specific 
products 
ranging 
from 
drugs 
to 
combat 
Parkinson's disease to antiacids, 
laxatives and oral contraceptives. 
The 
biggest 
share 
of 
Warner- 
Lambert’s business has been in 
nonprescription products such as 
Bromo Seltzer and Listerine. It was 
a n n o u n c e d 
at 
t h e 
a n n u a l 


stockholders' meeting that after-tax 
profits were up 10 per cent to $26.9 
million or 70 cents a share in the 
first quarter. 


Bobst is now honorary chairman 
of Warner-Lambert, but his stock 
holding is believed to constitute 
control of the company. During the 
Nixon family residence in New York 
from 1963 to 68 he was one of the 
few intimates of the Nixons. And 
that

has 
continued in the White House.

A father's thoughts 


Dr. Joseph E. Gregory is an Air 
Force 
surgeon 
who 
reguarly 
volunteers his time in Lompoc to 
serve the Dawn House, a “ kick- 
clinic” for the addicted. 
Dr. Gregory took tim e recently to 
put some thoughts on paper in 
regards to his own children. He took 
tim e to ask himself some questions 
regarding his role as a father. His 
questions are meaningful and, we 
are sure, the questions of many of 
us. 
This is what the 
doctor writes: 
“ I 
l o v e 
m y 
children, and I am 
afraid for them. I 
am afraid of what 
the world can do to 
them, and 
I 
am 
afraid that I don’t 
know how to protect 
them. While 
they 
sleep in innocence, 
somewhere 
some­ 
one else lies awake 
thinking how best to 
take advantage of 
their innocence. 
My world is surrounded by evil 
things that I can’t fight, and nobody 
else seem s to want to help me fight 
them. I believe in honesty, yet those 
I pointed to as honorable examples 
have been destroyed before the 
public’s eye — victim s of their own 
dishonesty. 1 believe in truth, yet 
everyday things I thought were true 
are shown to be a lie. I believe in 
people and people have disappointed 
me. 
“ I believe in God Almighty, but so 
help me som etim es I think even He 
has left me alone. 
“So alone I stand before my 
children — desperately holding on to 
those things I believe to be right. 
Every chance I get I try to give my 
children values. They must have 
values if they will survive. They 
must survive because they belong to 
me Values can’t be argued — they 
can’t be supported by fact — they 
have got to be accepted. They are 
like the geometric axiom which 
can’t be proven because it is so 
fundamental. It has to be accepted 
as true because the whole structure 
of my life is built on the assumption 
that they are true. They have got to 
be true for if they are not, then God 
help me wherever He is. 
“ I love my children, but do they 
love me? Why should they? What 
have I done to make them love me? 
I gave them my values unquestioned 
by me and not to be questioned by 
them. But with those values 1 gave 
them something else. 1 gave them 
my prejudices, my dislikes and my 
intolerances. But then, I’m human 
and I make mistakes. I said I was 
wrong 
My children rejected my 
bigotry, but why did they reject my 
righteousness also? I pointed to 
someone else for their example of 
honesty. Maybe I should have used 
m yself I have better control over 
m yself. 
The 
truths 
I 
accepted 
without question — those things I 
thought were so important. Should I 
have examined them and tested 
them before I spoke out for them? 
What things have I accepted without 
challenge because it was easier that 
way? I believed in people, but do I 


believe in me? And my children 
do I believe in them? Maybe God 
has not turned his face from me — 
maybe I have turned my back to 
Him. I love my children, God knows 
I do. But now I wonder who has been 
their greatest enemy — the World or 
M e.”
